In  accordance  with  the  proviso  in  Notice  of  Quarantine  No,  48,  as 

revised,  effective  March  16,  1936,  the  following  articles,  the  interstate 

movement  of  which  is  not  considered  to  constitute  a  risk  of  Japanese  beetle 

dissemination,  ere  exempted  from  the  restrictions  of  the  regulations  of  this 

quarantine: 

Balsam  pillows,  when  cor^posed  of  balsar.i  needles  only. 

Banana  stalks,  v/hen  crushed,  dried,  and  shredded. 

Cut  orchids. 

Dyed  moss  and  dyed  sand,  when  heat  treated,  and  when  so  labeled 

on  the  outside  of  each  container  of  such  materials. 
Floral  desir-ns  or  "set  pieces",  including;  wreaths,  sprays, 

casket  covers,  and  all  formcil  florists'  desi,^';ns  other  than 

bouquets  and  cut  flowers. 
G-reensand  or  greensand  marl,  vrtieu  treated  and  so  labeled  on  the 

outside  of  each  container  of  such  r^iaterials. 
Herbarium  specimens,  V7hen  dried,  pressed,  and  treated,  and  when 

so  labeled  on  the  outside  of  each  container  of  such  msterials. 
Imported  peat  when  shipped  in  the  unopened  original  container  and 

labeled  as  to  each  container  v/ith  the  country''  of  ori^.in. 
Manure,  peat,  compost,  or  humus,  when  dehydrated  and  either 

shredded,  rround,  pulverized,  or  compressed,  and  when  so 

labeled  on  the  outside  of  each  commercial  container  of  such 

materials. 
Orchid  plants,  v;hon  growing  exclusively  in  Osmunda  fiber. 
ITiishroora  spawn,  in  brick,  flake,  or  pure  culture  form. 
Osmunda  fiber,  Osmundine,  or  orchid  peat  (^simmda  cinnamomee,
